4. To promote the enjoyment, celebration, and use of historic resources appropriate for the education and recreation 
of the people of the City; 

5. To preserve diverse architectural styles, patterns of development, and design preference reflecting phases of the 
City's history and to encourage complementary contemporary design and construction and inspire a more livable environ- 
ment; 

6. To enhance property values and to increase economic and financial benefits to the City and its inhabitants through 
the exploration of creative financial incentives for preservation; 

7. To protect and enhance the City’s attraction to tourists and visitors there by stimulating commerce; 

8. To identify as early as possible aitd resolve conflicts between the preservation of histone resources and ahemacive 

land uses; ^_ 

9. To integrate the jMeservaiion of histeme resources into public and private land use management and developnient 
processes; 

10. To ctmserve valuable material and energy resources by ongoing use and revitalization of the existing built enviioo- 

ment; ... 

11. To stabilize neighborhoods thrcHigh the [wreservation of historic resourws and est^lishment of historic district. 

12. To encourage public awareness and participation in identifying and ineserving historical and architectural resourc¬ 
es, thereby increasing community pride in the City’s historical heritage; 

13. To identify and make available the economic benefits of preservation of histone resources to the City and its inhab¬ 
itants; 

14. To all reasonable and necessary steps to safeguard the property rights of owners of properties whidi are sub¬ 
ject to this ordinance. 

3. CULTURAL HERITAGE COMMISSION 

A. There is heiby established in the City of Cultural Heritage Commission, hereinafter referred to as the Xommis- 
sion,” consisting of seven unpaid members appointed by the City Council. All members of the Commission shall have a 
demonstrated intere^ in and knowledge of historic preservation and the historic resources of the City. 

B. The seven members of the Cultural Heritage Commission shall be appointed by the City Council of Sierra Mathc.

t. Review all applications for pennils. envitonmemal assessments, environmental impact repons, environmental impact 
statements, and other similar documents as set fonh in thts Code, pertaining to Historic Resources. 

1 . Cooperate with local, county, staie. and federal governments in the pursuit of the objectives of histone resource 
preservation. 

K. Keep tniniitps and records of meetings and proceedings including voting records, attendance, resolutions, findings, 
determinations, and decisions. All such material shall be public record. 

L. Provide opportunity for direct public participation in all responsibilities delegated to the Certified Local Govem- 
'ment including the survey and National Register nomination process. Commission meetings shall he open to the public with 

published agenda and minutes in accordance with the California Open Meeting Act. 

M. Render advice and guidance, upon the request of the property owner or occupant, on the restoration, alteration, 
decoration, landscaping, or maintenance of any historic resource. 

N. Encourage and render advice and guidance to property owners or occupants on procedures for inclusion of an his¬ 
toric resource on the National Register of Historic Places. 

O. Participate in, promote, and conduct public information, educational, and interpretive programs pertaining to his¬ 
toric resources preservation. 

P. Confer recognition upon the owners of designated landmarks or contributors within historic districts by means of 
plaques or markers, and from time to time issue commendations to owners of designated landmarks or contributors who have 
rehabilitated their property in an exemplary manner. 

Q. Undertake any other action or activity necessary or appropriate to the implementation of its powers or duties to 
fulfill the objectives of historic resources preservation. 

R. Maintain on file with the City Clerk, to be accessible to the public, three copies of any published standards or guide¬ 
lines adopted or referenced by the Commission or this Ordinance. 

5. DEFINITIONS 

A. “Alteration” means any change or modification through public or private action, to the exterior historical character 
defining or significant architectural feanires of properties affected by this Chapter. This is in contrast to ":Ordinary Repairs 
and Maintenance," as defined below. 

B. “Appeal” is a written request submitted to the City Clerk by a person not satisfied with the decision or determina¬ 
tion of the Commission. Appeals will be heard before the City Council at a public hearing. 

C. “Cettiftcate of Appropriateness" is a certificate issued by the Commission approving such plans, specifications, 
statements of work, or any other information which is reasonably required by the Commission to make a decision on any 
proposed alteration, restoration, rehabilitation, construction, removal, relocation, or demolition, in whole or in part, of or to 
a Historic Resource or Contributor within an Historic District. 

D. “Ceitificate of Economic Hardship" is a ceitificate authorizing work described in the accompanying Certificate of 
Appropriateness granted by the Commission because of extreme financial impact or adversity and in accordance with the 
procedures and findings of this Chapter. 

E. “Contributor” shall mean any property which contains an improvement or naniral feature included in the Designa¬ 
tion Statement for an Historic District which provides substance to the Distria's character; a Contributor shall be considered 
an Historic Resource in all respects. 

F. “Demolition” shall mean any act or process that destroys or damages in part or in whole, an Historic Resource, a 
Contributor within an Historic District, or property identified as a Potential Historic Resource or Potential Historic District. 

G. “Historic Resource” means any improvement or natural feature that meets the criteria listed in this ordinance and 
is designated pursuant to this ordinance or nominated to the national Register of Historic Places. 

H. “Historic District" shall mean any area containing a concentration of historic resources which have a special char- 
^ acter, historical interest, or aesthetic value, which possess integrity of location, design, setting, materials, workmanship, feeling, 

and association, or which represents one or more architectural periods or styles typical to the history of the City, and that 
have been designated an Historic District pursuant to this chapter. 

I. “Improvement" means any man-made physical object or structure, or man-made alteration of terrain or plantings, 
constituting a physical feature of real property. 

J. "Natural Feamre” means any geographical or geological site or feature subject to the provisions of this chapter. 

K. “Designation Statement” shall mean a document prepared by the Commission which contains a specific descrip¬ 
tion of the Designated Historic Landmark or Historic District, containing the following information: 

1. Assessor's parcel numberfs) 

2. Site address 

3. Identification of the specific elements, improvements or natural features to be included in the designation and 
subject to the provisions of this Chapter, per Section 6.B. 

L. “Non-Contributor" means a property, or element thereof, within the geographical confines of an Historic District

which i> not in iMelf a qualifying Historic Resource. 

M. "Ordinary Maintenance and Repair” means any work for which a building permit is not required by law, where the 
purpose and effect of such work is upkeep, or correction of deterioration or damage to an Historic Resource or any part thereof, 
and to restore the same to its condition prior to the occurrence of such deterioration or damage. This is in contrast to "Alter¬ 
ation." as defined above. 

N. “Potential Historic Resource" means a property which has been identified on a survey conducted by the City and 
adopted by the City Council of the City of Sierra Madre which contains a list of properties and all relevant corresponding 
documentation indicating that the identified properties meet the criteria for "historic resource" as defined herein. 

O. “Preservation” means the identification, study, protection, restoration, rehabilitation, or acquisition of historic re¬ 
sources. 

P. "Secretary of the Interior Standards & Rehabilitation" means the guidelines prepared by the National Park Service 
for Rehabilitating Historic Buildings and the Standards for Historic Preservation Projects prepared by the Park Service with 
Guidelines for Applying the Standards. 

Q. 'Character Defining Feature" means an identifiable man-made or natural element, style, design arrangement, detail 
or material, or landscape arrangement, which embodies or contributes to the recognizable historic value, consistent with the 
designation criteria in this chapter. 

R. "Register of Historic Resources" means the list of properties located within the City that identified the properties 
designated as Historic Resources and Historic Districts. 

S. “Rehabilitation" means the act or process of returning an improvement or site to a condition of utilization, through 
repair, remodeling or alteration, that makes possible an efficient contemporary use while preserving those portions or fea¬ 
tures of the improvement or site that are significant to its historic values. 

T. "Restoration" means the act or process of accurately recovering the form and details of an improvement or namral 
feature and its setting as it appeared at a particular period of time, by means of removal of later additions to, by replacement 
of missing earlier portions of. and the correction of deteriorated conditions in, the improvement or natural feature. 

U. “.Survey" means a list of propenies for which the City has obtained verifiable documentation that said properties 
meet the designation criteria contained in Section 9 herein, and, which the City Council has adopted as the official Survey 
of the City.

A. Historic Resources shall be classified as Potential Historic Resources, Historic Resources or Historic Districts. 

B. Provisions of this Chapter shall be applicable to exterior elements of properties affected by this Chapter, and ex¬ 
pressly do not apply to building interiors. As part of the Designation Statement, the Commission shall identify the patticular 
elements, improvements or natural features to be included in the designation, and which will be subject to the provisions of 
this Chapter as having historical value. 

C. The Historic Resources adopted by City Council resolution simultaneously with this ordinance shall be the only 
propenies subject to the ordinance at the time of its adoption. Any propeny not listed would be subject to the designation 
procedures contained in Section 9 of this ordinance.

subject to City Council approval, delete paragraph “C" above, and insert the fallowing language proposed by the City 
Attorney subsequent to the January 30, 1997 Planning Commission recommendation.

7. DESIGNATION CRITERIA 

For the purposes of this Chapter, an improvement, natural feature, or site may be designated a Historic Resource, or an 
area within the City may be designated an Historic District, by the City Council upon a recommendation by the Commission 
if it meets at least one of the following criteria: 

A. Historic. It was the site of, or is associated with local, state, or national cultural, social, economic, political, or 
natural history, events or persons significant to the history of Sierra Madre, or it reflects significant geographical patterns, 
including those associated with different eras of settlement and growth, particular transportation motes, or distinctive exam¬ 
ples of park or community planning. 

B. Historic Districts. It contributes to the significance of an historic area, being a geographically definable area or 
thematically related grouping of historic, architectural or scenic properties which contribute to each other and are unified 
aesthetically by plan or physical development. 

C. Architectural. It is representative of the work or is one of a few remaining examples of a notable builder, designer, 
or architect, or. it embodies distinctive characteristics of a style, type, period, or method of construction , or, is a valuable 
example of architectural achievement or innovation such as the use of indigenous materials or craftsmanship. 

D. Scenic. It is a unique location or has singular physical characteristics representing a long-standing and familiar 
visual feature of a neighborhood, community, or the City, which contains historic elements or otherwise has historic value, 
g. BENEHTS AND CONDITIONS OF DESIGNATION 

A. Conditions for Benefits: 

1. Benefits shall only be available for structures listed on the City's Register of historic Resources and subject to 
this ordinance at time for which application for financial benefits is made. 

2. Historic Resources must be maintained in reasonable condition in accordance with the “Secretary of Interior’s 
Standards for Rehabilitation." 

3. In order to qualify for benefits, owners of Historic Resources must submit plans for rehabilitation or restoration 
to the Commission for review to ensure that the work is undertaken in accordance with “Secretary of the Interior's Standards 
for Rehabilitation." Ordinary Repair and Maintenance is exempted, per Section IS of this Chapter. 

B. The property owner of an Historic Resource in compliance with the above conditions may receive benefits includ¬ 
ing the following and any others established as policy of the City Council: 

I. Waiver of city building permit and plan check fees as established by resolution of the City Council.

native building regulations to lacilitaie reiiabiliialion, preservation, restoration, or relocation. 

3. Mills Act contracts approved by the City Council. 

4. Change of Use, subject to a conditional use permit granted by the Planning Commission, to facilitate adaptive 
reuse of Historic Resources. 

.S. Historic Resource status constitutes a constraint on propeny, allowing “minor" zoning variances to be granted 
by staff, to facilitate alteration work on property. 

9. DESIGNATION PROCEDURES 

Historical Resources and Historic Districts shall be established by the City Council in the following manner: 

A. Any person or group may request the designation of an improvement, natural feature or site as an Historic Resource 
or Historic District, by submitting a nomination application for such designation to the Commission. The nomination appli¬ 
cation shall contain sufficient documentation and information indicating how the nominated resource meets the criteria for 
designation as indicated in this Chapter. The Commission or City Council may also initiate such proceedings on their own 
motion. 

B. Notification of the nomination shall be sent to the property ownerfs) and occupant(s) of the property within thirty 
(30) days of the receipt of the nomination. No application shall be accepted or processed unless accompanied by the follow¬ 
ing: 

1. For a proposed Historic Resource, the written consent of the property owner. 

2. For a proposed Historic District, the written consent of the owners of at least fifty (50) percent plus one of the 
properties to be designated as Contributors within the district. 

C. The Commission shall schedule a public hearing, for the soonest possible meeting of the Commission. 

D. No permits shall be issued by the city for demolition, alteration, or building, while the public hearing or any appeal 
related thereto is pending. 

E. Notice of the public hearing, including its place, date, time, and purpose, shall be given by first class mail, at least 
thirty (30) days prior to the date of the public hearing, and also shall be advertised at least once in a newspaper of general 
circulation. Mail notification shall be as follows: 

1. For a proposed Historic Resource, the owner, and applicant, different. 

2. For a proposed Historic District, the applicant and/or consenting owners, and all other owners and occupants of 
properties within the proposed district, using the name and address of such owners as shown on the latest equalized assess¬ 
ment tolls. 

F. At the conclusion of the public hearing, but in no event mote than sixty (60) days from the date set for the initial

Every performance from grand opera to gymnastics 
has its own specialized audience which understands it 
and knows its role. That audience knows the rules which 
govern appropriate reaction, from the quiet murmurs of 
chess observers to the frenzy of a rock concert. “Better 
Than Bubblegum”, the new production at the Pasadena 
Playhouse de.serves an audience that knows the rules and 
does not need the prompting it got from the strenuous 
efforts of a small percentage of the opening night audi¬ 
ence. 

Rule I: When a blues singer achieves a particularly 
expert and expressive warble, he or she should be 
cheered and applauded right when it happens. Rule 2: 
If he or she can, do it while lowering his or herbody to 
the floor and then standing up again, wild enthusiasm is 
expected. Rule 3:As in many folk arts, when the per¬ 
formers start clapping rhythmically it is polite to join in. 
And .so on. 

The subscription audience at the Playhouse seems 
unaware of these expected reactions and both they and 
the performers seemed a little embarrassed that they 
couldn’t seem to get together.”Better than Bubble” Gum 
stars the Emotions, a three woman singing group very 
big in the disco scene back in the 70s. The musical is a 
sketchy outline of their career, and to true fans their mere 
appearance should induce waves of nostalgia and bois¬ 
terous Jubilation. The Playhouse audience treated the 
production like any other musical. 

The story, told in Emotions’ hits from the past for the 
most part, is a familiar one of young performers taken 
advantage of by self-seeking managers, insincere lov¬ 
ers and personal egos. They break up, but somehow 
manage to reunite, led by family loyalty and the power 
of prayer.

pabHc hewini, the ConmiMion ehiiJI make a recommendation to the City Council, which shall include findings of fact re- 
hdiig to the criteria for designation in Section 7 that constitute the basis for iu deasion and shall transmit its recommenda¬ 
tion to the Cky Council, the property owner, and the applicant. The recommendation can be as follows: 

1. Adoption of a Datgnalion Statement, prep^ pursuant to the public hearing, with approval in whole or in pan. 

2. Disapproval in whole or in part, of the application. 

O. The City Council, within thirty (30) days of receipt of the recommendations of the Commission, shall either adopt 
the Designation Statement by resolution or shall by motion disapprove it in its entirety. 

H. Failure to send any notice by mail to any property owner where the address of such owner is not a maner of public 
record shall not invalidale any proceedings in connection with the proposed designation. The Commission and Council may 
also give such other notice as they may deem desirable and practicable. 

I. Designations must be recorded with the County Recorder of Los Angeles County with the written consent of the 
owner. 

J. Designations hereunder shall not excuse such property from any other provisions of the municipal code 

10. REQUESTS TO DFJiir.NATF 

A. The owner of a Historic Resource, or the owners of fifty (5) percent of the properties plus one in a Designated 
Hkloric District, may file a request to the City Council to remove their respective property or district from the Register of 
Historic Landmarks. This request shall be on an application form provided by the City Administrator. 

B. The application shall set forth the factual basis for the request, including supporting materials, and shall be granted 
if the finding can be made that the information relied upon by the Commission or the City Council in making the designation 
is discovered to be false or substantially eironeous thus rendering the property without historic merit. 

C. The application shall be submitted to the Commission, and a public hearing shall be set at the soonest Commission 
meeting after the application is filed. The final decision shall be rendered by the City Council 

11. CERTIFICATRS OF APP ROPR1ATENE.SS 

A. All permits for alteration, restoration, rehabilitation, remodeling, addition, change of use, demolition, or relocation 
of Historic Resources and Contributors in Historic Districts which alter the exterior appearance as seen from public view 
shall require a Certificate of Appropriateness from the Commission. 

B. No permits for work on a Nominated Historic Resource shall be awarded until a Certificate of Appropriateness, if 
applicable, has been secured. 

C. All applications for Certificates of Appropriateness shall be submitted to the Director of Development Services for 
Commission approval. The Director shall forward the request to the Commission within thirty (30) days of receipt. The 
Commission shall have sixty (60) days to render a decision regarding the application. The applicant is encouraged to confer 
with the Commission prior to submitting an application. 

D. The Commission shall promulgate and publish such standards as are a necessary supplement to the provisions of 
this article to inform property owners and the general public of those standards of review by which applications for Certif¬ 
icates of Appropriateness are to be judged. 

E. In evaluating applications for Certificates of Appropriateness, the Commission or the City Council upon appeal 
shall consider the existing and proposed exterior architectural style, design, arrangement, texture, materials, and any other 
factors with regard to the original distinguishing architectural characteristics of the Historic Landmark. Using the Secretary 
of the Interior’s Standards for Rehabilitation as a guide, the Commission or City Council upon appeal shall approve the is¬ 
suance of a Certificate of Appropriateness for any proposed work if and only if it makes the following findings: 

1. With regard to an Historic Resource, the proposed work will neither adversely affect the integrity of the signif¬ 
icant architectural features, nor adversely affect the historic character or value of the Historic Resource 

2. With regard to any property located within an Historic District, the proposed work conforms to the design guide¬ 
lines for the District adopted by the Commission, and does not adversely affect the character of the Historic District. 

3. In the case of construction of a new improvement, addition, building, or structure upon a designated Historic 
Resource site, the use and exterior of such improvements will not adversely affect and will be compatible with the use and 
exterior of the Historic Resources. 

F. Any request for the demolition of a designated Historic Resource shall be accompanied by an application for Cer¬ 
tificate of Appropriateness or a Ceitificate of Economic Hardship as described in Section 12. 

G. Applications for Certificates of Appropriateness shall be filed with the City's Department of Development Servic¬ 
es for processing. Applications shall include specific submittal nequiremenis as deleimined by the Commission and made 
available to the applicant. Where required by the Commission, applications shall also show the relationship of the proposed 
wofk to the surrounding environs. 

Applications for new construction in an Historic District shall also include information pertaining to scale, mass¬ 
ing, relationship to site and stieetscape, landscaping, and signage. The application shall be accompanied by any other infor¬ 
mation that the Commission determines is required for them to make an informed judgment of the proposed work according 
to the standards of review in Section 11. If the Commission fails to render a decision regarding the Certificate of Appropri¬ 
ateness within sixty (60) days from the date of submission of the application, the Director of Development Services shall 
issue the Certificate of Appropriateness. 

H. After the permit has been issued, the Building Inspector shall inspect the work approved by the Commission in 
order to assure compliance. If the work is not being performed in accordance with the Certificate of Appropriateness, a stop 
work order shall be issued and all work shall cease. 

12. CERTTHCATE OF ECONOMIC HARDSHIP 

The owner of an Historic Resource or Contributor in an Historic District, may apply for a Certificate of Economic Hard¬ 
ship. This request shall be on an application form provided by the City Administrator. 

A. The owner shall have the burden of proof, by clear and convincing evidence, that the economic hardship caused by 
desigrution is disproportionate to the value of the property with the designation in place. 

B. The Commission shall consider the cost of the stabilization of the historic elements of the property as it relates to 
the appraised value, and evidence of the economic return of maintaining the designation versus other proposed uses. 

C. The application shall be submitted to the Commission, and a public hearing shall be set at the soonest Commission 
meeting after the application is filed. 

D. After the public hearing, the Commission shall recommend in writing that the City Council either grant or deny the 
request. The recommendation shall be based on one or more of the following findings: 

1. Sale or lease of the property is impractical in comparison to holding the property. 

2. Denial of the request will diminish the value of the property so as to leave substantially no value, or damage the 
owner unreasonably in comparison to benefits conferred on the community. 

3. An adaptive reuse study has been satisfactorily conducted, and found that utilization of the property for other 
lawful uses is not feasible, or that it would not allow a reasonable rate of return to the owner. 

4. A rehabilitation study has been satisfactorily conducted, and that it would not allow a reasonable rate of return 
to the owner. 

5. All means have been explored to relieve possible economic disincentives no avail, involving City sponsored 

iiicantivc- as of rights, tax abatements, financial assistance, apolic iiior of liv- SU'cH' > ■ a-i'c \ . I ..,ii!-. crams or re 

imbursemenis. 

6. The owner has made very possible effort to find a willing buyer for the property who would agree to restore the 
historic resource and has not been able to find a buyer who would offer a purchase price which afforded the owner a reason¬ 
able rate of return. 

13. Any request for a demolition permit for a structure over fifty years old shall be referred by the Building Official to the 
Commissioner of the Month for review. He/she alone or in connection with one or two other Commissioners will determine 
if the property is a potential historic resource thus requiring Cultural Heritage Commission review. 

A. The Cultural Heritage Commission may determine that a significant environmental impact will result from the dem¬ 
olition if the following findings of fact can be made in a positive manner: 

1. The building or structure exemplifies, symbolizes, or represents the elements of the history of the City; 

2. The building or structure embodies distinguishing architectural characteristics valuable to a study of a period, 
style, method of construction, or the use of indigenous materials or craftsmanship. 

3. The building or structure is representative of the work or product of a notable builder, designer, or architect. 

4. The structure has been designated as an Historical Resource, or is listed on the Survey as a Potential Historic 
Resource. 

B. No permit to demolish a primary residential or commercial building over fifty years old may be issued unless there 
has been issued a building permit for a like replacement structure for the property involved. 

14. APPEALS 

Any action by the Commission may be appealed by any interested party to the City Council including but not limited to 
the following; 

A. The Commission's decision not to hold a public hearing on an application for designation. 

B. A deteimination made after a public hearing that property(ies) is not determined to be a historic resource or district. 

C. The Commission's decision to grant or to not grant a Certificate of Appropriateness or Certificate of Economic 

Hardship. 

Any interested party may appeal by filing a notice of appeal with the City Council not later than fourteen (14) days after 
the Commission’s written decision has been filed with the City Clerk. 

13. ORDINARY MAINTENANCE AND REPAIR 

A. Owners shall not be prevented ftom undertaking Ordinary Maintenance and Repair as defined in this.Chapter. 

B. For demolition, removal, repairs or alteration for any element covered by this chapter, when the Building Depart¬ 
ment certifies to the Commission that such action is required for the public safety due to an unsafe or dangerous condition, 
a permit may be issued under one of the following conditions: 

1. The condition cannot be rectified through the use of the California State Historical Building Code. 

2. Temporary repairs are necessary on an emergency basis. 

3. When the elemem shall be replaced according to the Secretary of the Interior’s Standards for Rehabilitation. 

16. SEVERABILITY 

If any section, sentence, clause or phrase of this Chapter is for any reason held to be invalid or unconstitutional by a 
deciskm of any court of competent jurisdiction, such decision shall not affect the validity of the remaining portions of this 
Chapter. The City Council hereby declares that it would have passed this Ordinance and adopted this Chapter, and each 
section, sentence, clause or phrase thereof, irrespective of the fact that any one or more sections, subsections, sentences, 
clauies or phrases be declared invalid or unconstitutional. 

IT ORDINANCE 1036 REPEAL 

Ordinance 1036 (1987) is completely superseded by the provisions of this Ordinance, and accordingly is repealed; pro¬ 
vided however that all contracts entered into between the City and property owners under Ordinance 1036 relating to 'The 
Mills Act” easements, facades or other matters relating to preservation shall continue in effect.

This weekend Pastor Anderson will be preaching 
from I Thessalonians 5:12-22 on “Esteem you Leaders 
Highly in Love.” “But we request of you, brethren, that 
you appreciate those who diligently labor among you, 
and have charge over you in the Lord and give you in¬ 
struction, and that you esteem them very highly in love 
because of their work. Live in peace with one another. 
And we urge you, brethren, admonish the unruly, en¬ 
courage the fainthearted, help the weak, be patient with 
all men. See that no one repays another with evil for evil, 
but always seeks after that which is good for one anoth¬ 
er and for all men.” 

Paul is going to speak about authority in the church. 
Notice his choice of words - “request” - “appreciated” - 
“diligently labor among you” - “have charge over you 
in the Lord” and “give you instruction.” Now notice the 
terms Paul uses: “urge” - “admonish” - “encourage” - 
“help” and “be patient.” These are the words Paul uses 
by way of teaching the church about discipline. Paul is 
no autocrat. He does not put people in bondage to him¬ 
self, but rather calls them to submit to Jesus Christ with 
words like “request”, admonish” and encourage.” There 
is no place for vengenance, or getting even with those 
who hurt you. Do not try to even the score with any¬ 
one. “Vengeance is mine. 1 will repay says the Lord.” 
Believe God and trust Him to keep His word.

God 
has authority over everything and has the ability to com¬ 
mand His will to be exercised. So not only can we take 
upon our shoulders the yoke of Christ which is light but 
we swear obeisance to a God that can implement and 
carry to fruition anything and everything. Now that’s a 
pretty fair combination, don’t you think?
